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le In accordance vlth instructions issued by the Hungarian Government in December 
1952, certain Hungarian factories and plants have been designated as selected*^ 
undertakings. This designation means in practice that they are regarded as key 
undertakings, entitled to priority treatment in the supply of raw materials and 
labor. Labor conditions in the "selected” undertakings also vaiy from those 
prevailing in other factories and plants. Thus, certain privileges, such as pay4 
ment for overtime, are allowed| on the other hand labor regulations are enforced 
more rigorously, 

2o The actual choice of the "selected” undertakings was left to each ministiy con- 
cerned, However, a general directive was issued concerning these plants. This 
directive stressed the necessity of giving priority treatment tos 


a, the largest and most important undertakings^ 

b, those undertakings the products of which are of particular importance to the 
export trader 


c, those undertakings the products of which are essential to the fulfilment of 
the programs (and particularly the export programs) of other undertakings. 

3« ^ September 1953, 36 factories and plants falling under the Ministry for the 

Met^lurgical and Machine Industries had been designated as "selected" under- 
takings.
